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Throw  Me  Something,  Mister!

If  you  already  don't  know  it,  “Throw  me  Something.  Mister"  is  a 
familiar  term  used  in  the  New  Orleans  area  since  the  beginning  of  time  ~ 
Mardi  Gras  time,  that  it!  These  words  have  been  heard  recently  during 
this  Mardi  Gras  season  culminating  on  Fat  Tuesday,  February  8,  2005. 
For  me,  these  locally  famous  words  were  heard  all  the  way  back  to  the 
early  60’s  when  going  to  Mardi  Gras  parades  was  an  annual  event  in  our 
family ! 

Mardi  Gras  became  known  to  Americans,  according  to  historians,  in 
1699  with  French  explorer  Sieur  dTberville.  The  festival  had  been 
cultivated  as  a  major  holiday  in  Paris  since  the  Middle  Ages. 

Fat  Tuesday  you  ask?  It  is  a  festival  day  ending  a  period  of  celebration 
and  excess,  and  is  the  literal  translation  of  the  French  words  Mardi  Gras. 
Fat  Tuesday  comes  the  day  before  Ash  Wednesday,  which  marks  the 
beginning  of  Lent  ~  40  days  of  prayer  and  fasting  observed  by  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church,  and  ending  on  Easter  Sunday  each  year 

Mardi  Gras  came  early  for  us  this  year.  The  actual  date  varies  each 
calendar  year  depending  on  the  Sunday  which  follows  the  first  full  moon 
after  the  spring  equinox.  Mardi  Gras  is  always  47  days  prior  to  this 
allotted  Sunday  (the  40  days  of  Lent  plus  seven  Sundays). 

Why  the  shout  of  “Throw  Me  Something, 

Mister?”  and  for  what  you  ask? 


Krewe  members  have  thrown  an  array 
of  items  to  crowds  through  the  years, 
but  one  thing  that  sticks  out  in  my  mind 
and  in  the  minds  of  many  New  Orleans 
residents  is  something  called  doubloons. 

In  1 884  the  Krewe  of  Rex  threw  the  first 
medallions  (silver  dollar-sized  commem¬ 
orative  coins  later  called  doubloons)  instead 
of  the  customary  trinkets.  Rex  introduced  the  present  series  of 
doubloons  as  a  carnival  throw  in  1960.  The  doubloons  were  designed  by 
local  artist  and  inventor  H.  Alvin  Sharpe.  Other  krewes  followed  suit 
and  shortly  thereafter  they  also  began  throwing  the  doubloons. 
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What  does  the  word  “krewe”  mean?

According  to  the  Memam-Webster  dictionary,  the  word  krewe  does  not 
exist.  According  to  New  Orleanians,  the  definition  of  the  word  is  well- 
known.  It  is  the  generic  term  for  all  carnival  organizations  in  New 
Orleans,  first  used  by  the  Mistick  Krewe  ofComus  which  corned  the 
word  in  1857  to  give  its  club’s  name  an  Old  English  flavor 

What  is  a  doubloon  you  ask? 


A  doubloon  is  a  coin  made  of  aluminum,  999  fine  silver,  gold,  bronze, 
copper  or  nickel,  and  it  can  be  gold-plated.  Sometimes  other  coins  are 
also  minted:  king's  special  coin,  captain's  coin  and  lieutenant’s  coin 
Many  of  these  special  doubloons  (not  thrown  to  the  public,  and  usually 
kept  for  members’  personal  doubloon  collections;  some  given  as  favors 
to  family  and  friends)  have  domed-enameling  as  well.  Other  special 
doubloons  include  multi/cloisonne,  and  dual  aluminum  (two-toned  in 
color).  There  are  also  tn-doubloons,  which  are  tn-color  bronze.  The 
aluminum  doubloons  come  in  different  Mardi  Gras  colors,  usually  silver, 
gold,  green  and  purple,  bearing  the  society  emblem  on  one  side  and  tire 
theme  for  that  year’s  parade  or  ball  on  the  other.  Besides  New  Orleans 
area  March  Gras  parades,  including  Mobile  and  Slidell,  local  marching 
clubs  as  well  as  March  Gras  social  clubs  and  balls  also  have  doubloons 
minted.  Doubloons  come  in  various  thicknesses:  regular  size,  10-gauge, 
10-gauge  high  relief  and  15-gauge. 

Bronze,  copper  and  999  fine  silver 
Mardi  Gras  doubloons  may  be  more 
familiar  to  you.  Doubloons  of  real 
gold  and  silver  are  made  for  sale  to 
the  public,  but  most  often,  the  krewe 
members  buy  them  to  begin  or  add  to 
their  collections.  The  doubloons  in 
precious  metal  are  minted  in  very 
small  quantities. 


Crescent  City  Doubloon  Traders  puts  out  a  New  Orleans  Mardi  Gras 
Price  Guide  listing  all  doubloons  from  New  Orleans,  as  well  as  out-of- 
town  areas,  giving  a  vast  amount  of  other  information  aside  from  book 
values.  Also  included  are  an  indexed  listing  of  abbreviation  definitions, 
information  on  colors,  gauge  sizes  and  varieties  The  ( 'huck  Cox  Guide 


lists  New  Orleans’  Mardi  Gras  doubloons  exclusively,  from  the  past  to 
^present,  giving  current  book  values

DID  YOl!  KNOW? 

The  first  March  Gras  parade  was  held  in  Mobile  in  1711 

Mistick  Krewe  of  Comus  was  the  first  krewe  established  to  organize  a 
parade  in  New  Orleans  in  1867. 

The  first  recorded  throws  during  a  parade  were  in  1871 


In  1875  Mardi  Gras  was  declared  a  legal  holiday  in  Louisiana. 

The  traditional  colors  of  Mardi  Gras  are  purple  (symbolic  of  justice), 
green  (symbolic  of  faith,  and  gold  (symbolic  of  power).
